The Covina company from small 


beginning has grown to be the larg- 
est and most important business en- 
terprise in the east San Gabriel val- 
ley. The 'company was organized in 
.1902 with a capital investment of 
$10,000 and today it represents an 
investment of over $500,000. With 
the same average increase which has 
obtained since January 1st, the sys- 
tem will reach the 3000 station 
mark before the close of the pres- 
ent" year.

Ben H. Bead, secretary and man- 


ager of the Southern California Edi- 
torial association, was the honored 
guest at the 'weekly Lions luncheon 
held Monday in the Stone Lantern 
cafe. To Ineet this gentleman, invi- 
tations had been extended and ac- 
cepted 
by 
newspaper editors of 


Glendora, Azusa, Baldwin Park, Pu- 
ente, and Covina. 


At the close of the luncheon, Mr. 


Beed spoke for thirty minutes to the 
assembled business men, taking as 
his theme the value of the newspap- 
er to the community. He dealt with 
his subject in a pleasing way, giving 
in detail the amount of money and 
number of employees required in 
the publication of a newspaper or 
newspapers in cities the size of Co- 
vina. In this particular town, said 
the speaker, the newspapers have an 
investment of over $40,000, with a 
payroll in excess of $25,000 per an- 
num. This, he said, would be a very 
much- worth while industry in any 
community.

Quarantine Law 


Violator Given 
90-Day Sentence 


Stanley Whitehead, a prominent 


merchant of this city, realized on 
Monday that ignoran'ce of the law 
s not accepted in the courts of Cali- 
'oi-nia as an excuse for the infringe- 
ment of the state quarantine laws, 
'orbidcling the movement of fruit 
'rpm other states and countries into 
California. 


Mr. Whitehead was charged in 


;his particular case with bringing 
nto the state of California from 
Salt Lake, Utah, six Florida grape 
fruit without notifying the state 
jommissioner of horticulture or the 
Jeputy quarantine officer of the dis- 
trict or county in which the said 
grape fruit was received. The com- 
plaint was sworn to by the local 
deputy inspector, George p. Hussey. 


The defendant plead guilty to the 


iharge, and in doing so stated to the 
3ourt that he had made a flying bus- 
iness trip to Salt Lake, and just be- 
fore boarding the train to return to 
California he purchased the grape 
fruit in question from a fruit stand, 
placing them in his grip, the thought 
never entering his mind that in so 
doing ho was infringing the quaran- 
tine laws of his home state. He fur- 
ther stated that as a business man 
of California he was interested in 
the protection of the citrus groves 
of this state and complimented the 
horticultural 
department 
of this 


county on the efficiency of thoir 
work along this line, even if he had 
to be made the unfortunate example. 


Justice Thomas B. Heed; in pass- 


ing sentence, called attention to the 
fact that an infringement of the 
quarantine laws might cause a loss 
to the fruit growers of the state of 
millions of dollars, even in this par- 
ticular instance the fruit exhibited 
in court showing evidences of or- 
ange mites and melanoce. As a 
warning to others who might be in- 
clined to scoff at the quarantine laws 
he sentenced the defendant to nine- 
ty days in the county jail, which he 
subsequently suspended.

Harvey Nottingham, Edwin Carter 
and Clark Bell, were painfully in- 
ured on Wednesday afternoon when 
he machine in which they were 
driving turned over three times. 
The boys were on their way to a 
wactice baseball ggame at La Verne 
righ school. The accident occurred 
practice baseball game at La Verne 
school on the road south of the town. 
The boys, driving in the Notting- 
mm Ford roadster, attempted to pass 
i car driven by Phil Maurer, another 
Covina high school boy. Striking a 
rut at the side of the'road, the car 
skidded and turned over three times, 
throwing all the boys clear of the 
machine. 


The injured boys wore at once 


rushed to the Covina hospital, where 
it was found that Carter was the 
most 
seriously injured, 
suffering 


from 
internal hemorrhages.

Bell boy was later removed to his 
home in Charter Oak. The condition 
of all the boys is improving and it 
is expected that they will be able 
to return to school in about a week.

FRANKLY REVIEWED BY 


COUNTY HEALTH OFFICER

To allay the unwarranted hysteria whidi has prevailed 


throughout the county during the past few weeks in refer- 
ence to the smallpox epidemic, the Argus publishes in full 
the report of Dr. J. L. Pomeroy, county health officer, cov- 
ering the period from January 1st to February 27th of 
this year. A careful perusal of the same will show that 
there is no reason for undue alarm, especially in the east 
San Gabriel valley, where only four cases have occurred 
during that period—two of them being in Azusa and two 
in Glendora. The report follows: 


So many persons have inquired of the health office for J 


a statement of conditions concerning smallpox, and there * 
have been SQ many exaggerated reports, that I felt it wise $ 
to issue this study of the situation. There is no occasion " 
for undue alarm or fear. 
The moral of this story, how- 


ever, is that "It is better to be safe than sorry," and I 
earnestly recommend all persons in Los Angeles county to 
protect- themselves by immediate successful vaccination.

the past six months, thousands of 
dollars worth of chickens having 
been stolen during that period. It 
is estimated that the gang has over 
eighty cases to their credit. More 
serious charges will be filed against 
Barnes at the expiration of his jail 
entence and it is more than proba- 
ble that, with the balance of the 
;ang, he will spend some years in 
lie penitentiary.

It seems that there are two distinct, strains of smallpox $ 


present in the district; one a moderately mild type and * 
the other an extremely severe or often hemorrhagic.

For instance, here is a case from J 
the Sherman district in which the grandmother in the fam- •* 
ily had a mild smallpox followed by two mild cases in two $- 
children in the family. Finally, the mother of the'two £ 
children died of confluent smallpox.

$ a few days, being overwhelmed by the infection. For in- $ 
^ stance, at Rivera, two children and the mother all died * 
£ within a few days of infection, with no possibility of saving *

Irishman Speaks 


For Brotherhood 


The Right Reverend W. H. Smyth, 


former president of the Methodist 
Irish conference of Ulster, was the 
speaker at the monthly dinner of 
the federated brotherhoods held on 
Mondav evening in the parlors of 
the First Methodist church. 


This 
distinguished 
churchman, 


who is ".ominally the head of the 
protestaut faith in Ireland, was one 
of the most polished speakers who 
has appeared upon a Covina plat- 
form for many months, his rhetoric 
throughout being flawless. He spoke 
in an optimistic vein, telling of the 
hopes and aspirations of the Irish 
people. 


Great changes, said the speaker, 


have taken place during the past 
three years, brought about through 
the moderation of men in both the 
Protestant and Catholic faiths. At 
tho present time the conservative 
elements, both in Ulster and the Or- 
ange free states, are in control and 
the one shadow of discord is from 
the fact that the free state govern- 
ment is insistent that the Irish lan- 
guage be taught in the 
public 


schools. Even the teachers in the 
schools are opposing this stand, as 
it would mark a retrograde move- 
ment. Bosiness honditions through- 
out Ireland, said the speaker, are at 
the present time much depressed, 
and especially is this true in the cen- 
ters of population.

Preparations 
arc under way to 


greet the educational road show, 
which will visit Covina today, March 
12, according to an announcement 
by E. W. Davis, local Ford dealer. 


Declared to be the greatest exhi- 


bition of automobiles, trucks, trac- 
tors, farm, industrial and commer- 
cial equipment ever organized as a

A Welcome to Our 


Visiting Tourists 


By Mrs. S. 8. Asehcnbrcnncr 
Let us "say it with native wild 


flowers." Every year we have thou- 
sands of tourists coming to southern 
California via the railroads and au- 
tomobile roads; people who come 
from the lands of snow, ice and con- 
tinuous rains to the land of sunshine- 
and flowers. Do they find sunshine? 
Yes! 
Do they find flowers? No! 


Not in abundance as they should. 


For several years after my arrival 


in southern California, I refused to 
believe that there were as many 
wild flowers here as there wore in 
Oregon (my native state) but after 
I saw the wild flowers in bloom on 
the Mojave desert some four or'five 
years ago I was convinced that 
there was nothing equal to it in Ore- 
gon or any other state. 


Just imagine the miles and miles 


of desert country from Cajon Pass 
to Hesperia and Vietorville aiid on 
to Polar Springs at the foot of the 
San Bernardino mountains—just one 
marvelous carpet of wild flowers in 
all shades imaginable. There wer" 
some so tiny that it took hundreds 
to cover a square foot of ground, 
large areas completely covered with 
wonderful pinks and verbenas; then 
acres of dainty, lovely gillias in 
shades of pink, blue and lavender 
and exuding the most exquisite per- 
fume. 


Intermingled with these were yel- 


low tidy tips, baby blue eyes, cream 
cups, wild asters, larkspur and scar- 
let malows interspersed with many 
varieties of cacti. 


On the Cajou grade the California 


wild lilac was a feathery mass of 
bloom shading from white to deep 
blue. The whole made a picture nev- 
er to be forgotten. 


ISeeds of our native wild flowers 


are obtainable in small or large 
quantities and it is.a joy to plant 
even a small package' and watch 
them come into flower and see how 
many lovely varieties in one small 
package. 


Seeds should be sown as early in 


the fall as possible to get the bene- 
fit of early rains to aid in germina- 
tion. Most of the California wild 
flowers if once started will resist 
drouth and self-seed. 


By adding a few new seeds from 


time to time we can keep the flow- 
ers coming year after year. 


There is a long stretch of boule- 


vard between Upland and Claremont 
that would be very lovely if border- 
ed by wild flowers instead of just 
rocks arid sign boards. 


Wild flowers seem to flourish 


along the. railroads when once start-

Petitions are being circulated for 


the formation of n 100 feet wide 
Arrow highwru- with Bonita avenue 
as its guide post east and west, con- 
necting !San Bernardino county with 
Los Angeles.
